His decision, as expressed to 
the Congress on the State of 
the Union, was that “We must 
gird ourselves with sufficient 
military strength and produc- |!

The President's dilemma is 
whether to maintain at great 
cost. both conventional and nu- 
clear forces prepared to fight 
either conventional or nuclear 
war.

There is no question in the 
minds of the principal staff 
members and commanders at 
Supreme Headquarters Allied 
Powers Europe that an atomic 
war will be short. These men 
know the power of atomic and 
hydregen weapons and they 
have been studying and war- 
gaming atomic war for more 
than a year. 

How long, one asks? They 
shrug and say: “Two weeks? 
Two months?” 

If a nuclear war is to be short, 
there is no need for a vast sys- 
tem of reserves, such as 
President recommends in his 
budget message. Most of them 
could not even get into uniform, 
much less to the theater of op- 
erations. 

But the President has sub- 
mitted an elaborate reserve 
scheme with 3,000,000 men in 
ready reserve to the Congress. 
He justifies it by saying that the 
“active military forces are only 
the cutting edge of our nation’s 
full .strength.”

HIS historical novel is a 
distinct change of pace for 
Alexander Baron, a Brit- 
ish novelist whose books to 
date have all been concerned 
with contemporary British life. 
Moreover, its theme—the fall 
of the Aztec empire under the 
onslaught of the Spanish con- 
quistadores—makes Mr. Bar- 
on’s break with his artistic 
past €ven more emphatic. To 
cap it all, it is my pleasant 
duty to report that he has 
written a historical novel of 
unusual power and quality. 
Indeed, I shall be very sur- 
prised if 1955 yields many—or 
any—better books of this 
type 
To begin with, our author 
has discovered an authentic 
forgotten heroine of her time, 
the beautiful Indian princess 
Marina, who became the mis- 
tress of proud Cortez and 
counséled him in his dealings 
with the Indians. Marina is 
an ideal heroine for any his- 
torical novel—beautiful, pas- 
sionate, intelligent, masterful. 
What makes it all so star- 
tling is that she was not 
dreamed up by a storyteller, | 
but actually existed. Mr. Baron 
quotes the Spanish historian 
Chavero as saying: “It is 
astonishing that, in dealing 
with a historical personage so 


‘ important in the conquest of 


Mexico, almost nothing is 
known of Marina.” Now, at 
long last, a Briton has told 
her story.

T is a story that is both 
| tender and terrible, for it 

is bound up with the bloody 
extirpation of the Aztecs by 
the Spaniards. Montezuma 
knew his kingdom was 
doomed, and the author pre- 
sents him as the truly tragic 
figure he must have been. 
The scene of Montezuma’s 
death is set down with dra- 
matic power and a genuine 
understanding of its historic 
significance. 

Marina cast her lot with 
the Spaniards. At first Cortez 
treated her like a camp fol- 
lower, but gradually he came 
to rely on her guidance in his 
campaigns, and in time she 
bore him a son. 

Had one of our technicolor 
historical novelists written 
this story, its climax would 
doubtless have been different 
and more fashionable; but Mr. 
Baron has preferred to stay 
with the facts as they are 
known. Marina did not live 
happily ever after with stout 
Cortez, nor did she immolate 
herself tragically when his 
Spanish wife came to join 
him, Instead, like the sensibie 
woman she was, she married 
another Spaniard and lived on 
to a ripe old age. 

To his fascinating, even fan-

Aftitude of 
Middle East

OR centuries the Middle 

East has been a friction 

area among great powers, 
some struggling to expand, 
others trying to hold them in 
check, Until the United 
States became active as a 
great power due to the rela- 
tive decline of Great Britain, 
we paid very little attention 
to the. Middle East. Since 
the end of World War II, how- 


ever, we, have become much 
concerned over the Middle 
East in the interest of our 
own security. 

At times the politics of the 
Government toward Middle 
Eastern problems. during the 
past decade appear to have 
been directed by men only 
slightly more informed than 
the nation as a whole. The 
need for knowledge has been 
readily apparent but good 
sources have been very scarce. 
In the past few years the flow 
of books and other publica- 
tions about the Middle East 
has increased noticeably. This 
new book by Dr. Hoskins rates 
among the best in the field 
and should be considered re- 
quired reading for anyone in- 
terested in international af- 
fairs. 


Hoskins discusses Turkey 
and the Straits, Egypt and the 
Suez, the Arab states and Is 
rael, Iran and oil, and finally 
strategy and .security. The 
book is well-written, clear, 
concise, adequately detailed 
and remarkably objective. 
With careful restraint the fail- 
ures of British and American 
policies are 
sober tones. Mistakes have. 
been made, but Hoskins indi- 
cates clearly the long term 
basis of the apparent indecis- 
ion of Middle eastern states:

UTOMATION, PRIMARILY in an experimental stage a-few years ago, 
is today a major factor in the production of automobiles in Detroit, 
motor capital of the world. The push-button factory, as envisioned by 

automotive designers and leaders of the CiO-United Automobile Workers of 
America, who are currently citing development of automation as part of argu- 
ments for a guaranteed annual wage, is not yet a reality but it is on its way. 
The Detroit brand of automation, varying only in degree with different 
manufacturers, means a mechanized production line, usually in an engine 
plant, involving multiple-operation machines.

Mother Had a Byword 


This brave woman’s phrase still stops self-pity

@ Sometimes, so simple a thing as a mother’s byword 
keeps a family strong in times of crisis. I well remem- 
ber my mother’s: “Don’t baw!!” 


She didn’t originate it. One day, returning from a 


visit to out-of-town relatives, she stepped off the train 
and saw smoke pouring from our small village. Fire 
had destroyed 10 homes, including our own, Rushing 
up the street, sure that her brood had perished, she 
met my younger brother, then 13. “Mom,” he told 
her, “we just lost the house. Don’t bawi!” 

Mother calmed down—and took “Don't bawi!", as 
her philosophy of life. Through years of minor upsets 
and maior tests, our family of 12 children lived by that 
saying. | can even remember Mother's expression as 
she said it—her mouth mimicking that of a small but 
valorous boy trying to comfort others. 

She saw two of her eldest sons off to World War I 
with that byword, and her youngest off to World War 
Il. With a total sense of loss, she cried jtwhen_ her. 
first married daughter died in childbirth and she added 
the newborn granddaughter’s name to the family 
roster. She uttered it when my father died. =~ 

She said*it frequently to her neighbors in their ill- 
nesses and trials. The unpoetic words, urging stability, 
discipline, faith or acceptance as the occasion de- 
manded, were a bulwark against self-pity. 

Memories of a serious illness in my youth, neces- 
sitating surgery, are a vivid reminder of the eS of 
Mother’s resolution. After the operation, as I lay for 
grim days in the scrubbed, antiseptic room, my muirse 
told me of Mother's reassurance 6 all concerned: 
“Don’t bawi! Just don’t bawi!” 

Later, | remember my first Christmas in Nursing 
School, when 2 suspected coast ae 
me from celebrating with the family. I was submerged 
in gloom; then, from the door, I heard Mother's 
greeting. “Merry Christmas” would have been inane. 
Instead, she simply called out, “Don't tent and 
tossed me a sprig of mistletoe. 

I have experienced, as do all nurses, appalling 
ordeals when trying to share one’s own strength with 
those made weak by pain. Silently I have whispered 
Mother’s words as I helplessly stood by im losing 
battles. Then they meant, “Thy will be done.” 

Mother died at 80, but not her byword. Looking at

What are viruses? They are the tiniest of microbes, 
parasites that invade human and animal cells and, by 
multiplying there, destroy them. They are so small 
that about 25,000,000 could bx: packed onto the head 


of a pin; some can be filtered nght through porcelain. 
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Once the “criminal virus” is identified for & spe- 
cific disease, here is what happens: a vaccine is made 
using the virus itself; the vaccine is tested first in 
animals, then in human volunteers; once. determined 
safe and effective, it is released for use by the general 
public. All that does not happen overnight. Usually 
it takes years. 

Such was the case with the. development of suc- 
cessful virus vaccines for smallpox and yellow fever.

Then came the clincher. Dr. Aidan Cockburn 
of Greeley, Colo., earlier had reported a “Virus X” 
outbreak ‘in his city. He had assumed that the 
culprit was a virus, but it had never been positively 
identified. 


Final Proof 


e& NIH scientists got in touch with Dr. Cock- 
burn. He found 11 blood samples from epidemic 
victims which had been frozen and preserved for 

about three years. He shipped them to NIH. Tested, 
they revealed the same virus that had caused the Clin- 
ical Center and Virginia camp outbreaks. The NIH. 


was convinced: it had isolated one virus which had 


“By now, APC-4 has been spotted widely among 
servicemen. APC-1 and APC-2 have been found most 
often in the tonsils and adenoids of children under 4. 
( By the time a child is 2 years old, it is likely to have 
had one or both of them. Preliminary surveys at the 
Washington, D. C., Children’s Hospital show that up 
to 30 per cent of all youngsters who are admitted for 
respiratory illnesses have one or more of the APC 
viruses.) Types 5 and 6 have been seen less often 
than the others.. 

Recently Dr. Huebner and his colleagues and a 
team from Johns Hopkins started work on the vaccine 
for APC-3 and APC-4. They have used animal and 
human tissues in the preparation of the test vaccine. 
They have given the vaccine to several hundred volun- 
teers in two reformatories, in Hagerstown, Md., and 
Chillicothe, O..Says Dr. Huebner: “The vaccine pro- 
‘duced an’ immune response with no harmful side 
effects.

asked about that mysterious -Virus X’ 


@ The term “Virus X” apparently was 
coined in 1947 by a Los Angeles newspaper 
to label a local outbreak of a mysterious, 
unexplained illness. Today more is known 
about it; here are the up-to-date facts as given 
tO PARADE by medical authorities. 


QO. What is Virus X? 

A. In the popular sense, it is a series of sick- 
nesses affecting different parts of the body. 
Some of these sicknesses are caused by 
viruses, some perhaps not. Very often, the 
virus sicknesses are diagnosed as colds, in- 
fluenza or “strep” infections. 


Q. Hew does Virus X show itself? 

A. The most common manifestation is prob- 
| ably in the upper respiratory tract: stopped- 
up or running nose, sore throat, sinus irrita- 
tions and other symptoms. Some gastroin- 
~ testinal (stomach) disorders appear to be 
caused by viruses. Finally, there may be fever 
with or without other symptoms. 


QO. Do these illnesses become serious? 
A. Usually not. Among children there are 
some dangers, among them spread to the ear 


and possible complications. In most adults, 


QO, How long does a bout with Virus X last? 


A. It is difficult to generalize. Nose and 
’ throat symptoms may last for one to 10 days. 
The stomach trouble may come and go in a 
day or two. The cases in which there is fever 
and no other important symptoms usually 
last from one to six days. . ; 


QO. What is the Virus X season? 


A. Undoubtedly there are cases all year 
tend to increase in September and continue 
at high levels through April. 


OQ. What about age and sex? 


Q. Is there « geographic factor? 
A. Virus X seems to be a set of diseases 
characteristic of 20th-century living. ‘Today, 
with modern transportation, it is very simple 
to come in contact with lafge numbers of 
people in a single day. That widespread con- 
tact among people increases the chances of 
spread. So people in isolated communities 
probably have fewer virus outbreaks. 

Often, though, the schoolhouse is the 
“seat” of virys infection. When the children 
leave school and return to their homes, they 


may transmit the virus to dispersed popula- ~ 


tions. The smaller the town, however, the 
shorter the epidemic. ;
